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America Believes In God 
(Milwaukee Journal) 








There can be but little surprise that a ques- 
tionnaire addressed to people all over the coun- 
try shows that 89 per cent of Americans be- 
lieve in God. The questionnaire was wide- 
spread, but the return was not very large. 
Think about it a little, and you will believe 
that any fairly complete census would show 
a larger percentage; for to many persons some 
questions are too absurd to bother about. 

Nor is there any point in the hasty conclu- 
gion that the United States is more believing 
—‘‘more godly,’’ as an inspired headline put 
it—-than Great Britain because a similar query 
by the London News shows only 73 per cent 
of Britishers affirming their faith. Our Amer- 
iean investigation showed only 69 per cent of 
New Yorkers answering in the affirmative. Is 
New York more infidel than the rest of the 
country? Perhaps, but not by the difference 
between 89 per cent and 68. People in metro- 
politan districts hear faith more, 
just as they hear more of all kinds of noises. 
It does less violence to the conventions of their 
circles to express doubt or outright disbelief. 

Why should not America believe in God? 
It set out that way, and its most brilliant dis- 
coverers of truths about nature and the uni- 
verse have not offered any other explanation. 
They have pushed the question farther back; 
they have shown how much more marvelous 
is the universe than we need to think it. They 
have explained many phenomena believed in 
earlier ages to be direct acts of one god or an- 
other. But they have not explained a begin- 
ning. They have controlled physical powers, 
but not originated them. 

But reason is not the foundation of faith. 
Well, then, we have had no new phrasing of 
the deepest things of the heart of man or the 
truth of what is worth while in life to go be- 
yond or even reach those teachings from Gal- 
ilee on which was founded the faith held by 
those who made America. Of course America 
believes in God, and more than 89 per cent of 
it. Some deep students do not; many very 
shallow students say they do not. But God is 
for most of us the very beginning and center 
of the eternal verities.

The number of people who have suffered 
because of delinquent assessments is immeas- 
urably greater than the number of people who 
suffer at the hands of the criminals. 

Much attention and millions of money are 
devoted to the suppression of the criminal and 
relief of his victims. 

A little attention and consideration rightly 
should be given to the innocent victims of other 
injustices. 

It makes no difference to the individual 
whether he pays fifty dollars over to an assess- 
ment shark for a penalty or hands his purse 
over to the man back of a gun. 

In neither event does he get anything but 
embarrassment, humiliation, deprivation and 
an honest cause for complaint. 

Our legislative bodies exist amohg other 
things for the protection of the people against 
injustices, and certainly the assessment shark 
penalties affect about as many people with in- 
jury as anything one can point to. 

And while our legislators are giving con- 
sideration to the methods by which some of the 
delinquent assessmen't injustices may be elim- 

- imated why not consider the matter of provid- 
ing sufficient publicity for assessments so that

Whenever you hear law-makers say, ‘‘If 
the farmers would only get together behind 
some particular bill, we will support it,’’ it is 
perfectly safe, indeed proper, to call such vap- 
orings mere rubbish, for these statesmen know 
full well that the farmers, like all other human 
beings, are never unanimous on any subject. 
The truth is that such ‘‘trimmers’’ are only 
seeking some avenue of escape from public 
duty. 

Living under different conditions and sur- 
rounded by adverse environments, it is next 
to impossible for any large number to fully 
agree on a single subject in all its ramifica- 
tions. Therefore it is not strange that all farm- 
ers are not fully agreed on a single method by 
which to restore agriculture to its proper place 


in American life. And that isn’t strange 
either, for as we look about us we find others 
disagreeing on many subjects. The . ‘‘fifty- 


seven different varieties’’ of church organiza- 
tions show ‘that even on matters of high moral 
endeavor there is a difference of opinion as to 
the best road to travel in order to reach the 
goal. And yet nobody would be silly enough 
to claim that no effort should be made to livé 
decently because all don’t see alike. 

Very frequently Generals disagree as to the 
best way to win a battle, but no one is insane 
enough to advocate complete surrender to the 
enemy. If we were to wait until all doctors 
agreed, before attempting ‘to eradicate disease 
from our bodies, the cemeteries of the land 
would be filled with the graves of perfect fools. 

Agreement in matters of legislation is as 
rare as a robin in mid-winted and nobody 
knows this better than ‘these same “‘smart 
alecks’’ who are constantly demanding that 





all of the farmers must be behind a certain bill 
before they will do anything to relieve agricul- 
ture. We have a tariff law and an income tax 
law, but each was enacted without anything 
like perfect agreement. The same difference 
of opinion is to be found elsewhere. Only half 
the lawyers must be right, when cases are 
fought in court. Congressmen are elected, as 
a rule, by majorities. Supreme Court decisions 
are frequently rendered by a divided court. 
Even in marriage, disagreements are not un- 
known. Must mankind remain in single bliss- 
fulness simply because some couples fail to live 
in perfect harmony? Nonsense. If we must 
wait until all farmers are agreed upon a cer- 
tain measure before farm protection is to be- 
come more than a desire, it can only make its 
appearance in another world. It’s about time 
that our law-makers quit trying to fool ‘their 
constituents and act sensibly.

Ever since the close of the great conflict we 
have been told that the next war will be 
fought in the air.

It was all done to 
work us up “to a pitch of feeling that would 
plunge us in on the one side or lead us to stay 
out on the other. But they had only the tele- 
graph and the newspaper to depend upon.

SUPERVISORS 
ACT TO CLEAR 
COURT CASES 


Crain To Ask Judicial Council 
To Assign Extra Jurist To 
County Bench Temporarily 
As Third Judge 





Acting to relieve the congestion 
in the courts, Chairman C. A. 
Crain of the board of supervisors 
will request the judicial council 
to assign Judge Pat R. Parker of 
Mono county to sit temporarily as 
a third judge in the superior court. 

The decision to ask the councii, 
ereated by the voters at the last 
election, to assign an extra jurist 
to the courts was announced by 
the supervisors after a conference 
with Superior Judges Benjamin F. 
Warmer and Charles L. Allison. 

Judge Parker will not be avail- 
able for service in San Bernardino 
county until Oct. 1, his own court 
calendar requiring his services un- 
til that date. Because of the 
small population of Mono county, 
there are not enough cases a 
keep Judge Parker busy through- 
out the year and he frequently 
sits in various superior courts of 
the state, assisting in clearing 
calendars. Judge Parker has often 
presided in the superior court in 
San Bernardino. 

The cost of obtaining Judge 
Parker’s services will be his| 
monthly salary and expenses. In 
the event Judge Parker cannot 
be secured, the supervisors will 
ask that another jurist be ° as- 
signed to San Rernardino county 
for a few weeks, at least. 

The propoged creation of a 
third department of the superior 
court submitted to the supervisors 
by the Bar association two weeks 
ago, was discussed by the super- 
visors and Judges Allison and 
Warmer. The supervisors asked if 
the assigning of an extra jurist 
would assist in relieving conges- 
tion in the courts and were as- 
sured by the jurists that it would 
aid materially.
